The first phase of the project, which 
will feature a 510-foot, or 300 cubit, rep¬ 
lica of Noah’s Ark, is estimated to cost $73 
million. The Grant County Planning 
Commission approved the site plan for 
the project in November 2013. 

The Williamstown City Council gave 
first reading to the plan on Jan. 6. 

Approximately $26.5 million of securi¬ 
ties have been sold for the project but it 
still needs another $29 million in unrated

During the first week, 
all senators attended two 
days of mandatory ethics 
training and sexual harass¬ 
ment prevention training. 
Education and training 
help to prevent certain is- 
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sues from rearing their 
ugly head, something we 
plan to avoid in the Senate. 

We also celebrated the 
historic event of having 
two African-American 
senators serving in the 
Senate for the first time in 
Kentucky’s history. The 
signs of progress in our so¬ 
ciety are worth celebrating 
and I, for one, was happy 
to witness the event. 

As we are just getting 
started, we have had but a 
small preview of what is to 
come. Governor Beshear

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Plan ahead for 
spring garden 




P lant and seed catalogs will be jamming the 
mailbox any day now. I always feel like 
January ushers in a clean slate for the 
garden: optimism abounds among fresh ideas and 
promises never to repeat a crop busting mistake 
are sharp in my memory. Sometimes the slate 
stays clean; sometimes it doesn’t. Either way the 
next couple of months can be used to plan and 
prepare for the next growing season. Don’t get 
over whelmed by (or over indulge in) all the 
catalogs until you actually decide on what you 
want to accomplish for the year. 

If your goal is more plants in the yard then 
figure out what kind of soil and drainage you 
have. Select plant material based on your 
particular environment. Over the next couple of 
months, for example, monitor how well a 
potential planting sight drains. If it is slow to 
drain after considerable precipitation then you 
are likely working with compacted or clayey 
soils. 

Since the recommendation for woody plants 
is not to over-amend the soil (we do not want a 
false environment) then the selection process 
will be critical for long-term health and 
enjoyment. These clayey compacted situations 
call for trees and shrubs that have adaptable 
reputations. On the other hand, if you have soil 
that drains well than you have a broader range of 
options; your local nursery can advise. 

If your goal is less work in the yard buying 
more plants may be the answer, believe it or not. 
Have you considered turning lawn into a mixed 
border of shrubs and perennials? Yes, there is 
some work involved, but not of the lawn mowing 
type. Once beds are 
established they may need 
some pruning, dead¬ 
heading or weeding but if 
you follow good gardening 
practices these will only 
present themselves 
seasonally. Good 

mulching practices go far 
when it comes to weed 
control. 

For now you can map 
out the shape of the beds 
and add compost to 
smother out turf. All of 
this can be tilled together 
in the spring. For a mixed 
border or perennial garden 
soil amendments are 
recommended, their roots don’t go as far and 
wide as their woody relatives so a controlled 
environment is acceptable. 

Healthy soil, healthy plants 

If you really want a carefree garden then 
consider the native grass approach. Kill out all 
the fescue and plant native grasses and prairie 
plants. Once established the mini prairie only 
needs one mowing each spring. The native 
grasses and prairie plants are adaptable to 
extreme conditions so clayey soil and droughty 
weather is no obstacle. You can mix in other 
flowering plants; and you don’t have to be a 
purist and limit yourself to just native plants. Use 
the native grasses for the foundation of the yard 
and then mix in whatever every else has a self- 
reliant reputation. 

If you want to grow your own food then you 
can start building your beds now. I highly 
recommend growing your own food for a 
multitude of reasons. Healthy soil is elemental to 
a healthy vegetable garden (which is elemental to 
a healthy you!) Use copious amounts of 
composted manure; turn it all into the soil in 
spring and you will have a rich, well-drained 
canvas from which to work. 

If you are burdened by heavy clayey soils 
then build yourself a series of raised beds to 
ensure healthy soil. The results are healthier 
plants that resists pest problems more effectively; 
grow at an appropriate rate (do not over fertilize 
to stimulate more growth then the plant can 
handle); set flower and fruit once the plant has 
the energy to do so; and produce a satisfactory 
yield. It truly does start with the soil so if nothing 
else try to get as much compost down now so you 
can turn it into the soil on a warm and dry early 
spring day.

GRACE NOTES 

Embrace your 
not-perfectness 

ne day at the library, a book fell off a shelf and 
hit a boy named Milo Crinkley on the head. 
The title, “Be A Perfect Person In Just 
Three Days,” was just what he needed. 

Wanting more than anything to be perfect, Milo 
checked the book out and set to do everything the au¬ 
thor, Dr. K. Pinkerson Silverfish prescribed. 

So begins the 1982 children’s book “Be A Perfect 
Person In Just Three Days” by Stephen Manes. 

As Milo discovered, to be perfect he had to follow 
three steps perfectly. On day one he had to wear a stalk 
of broccoli around his neck like a necklace all day. 
When asked about it, he said he had a rare disease that 
only a broccoli necklace could cure. 

Day two: Milo had to go without eating for the en¬ 
tire day. Day three: Milo was required to do absolutely 
nothing for 24 hours- no TV, no crocheting, singing or 
reading, no playing cards, snapping fingers, eating or 
even sleeping. 

He endured the embarrassment of having to wear 
broccoli and he was able to not eat for 24 hours but 
Milo failed at doing nothing. (He fell asleep.) He was 
crestfallen when he realized he couldn’t achieve per¬ 
fection. 

The story ends with Milo learning that “perfect 
means never doing anything wrong, which means nev¬ 
er doing anything at all. Therefore, perfect is boring.” 

The moral of the story: Embrace your not-perfect- 
ness and you’ll live happily ever after. 

It’s a cute book but terrible theology, since God 
demands perfection. And that’s a huge problem for us 
imperfect humans. 

Even so, like Milo, lots of us try to be as perfect 
as we can be, whether we’re aware of it or not. You 
can tell by asking people if they think they’re going to 
heaven after they die, and if yes, why they think they 
will. 

Those who say they will because they try to do more 
good than bad, because they pray, because they go to 
church and put money in the offering plate, because 
they read the Bible - those who give these reasons are 

like Milo Crinkley, 
hoping to be perfect 
by trying. 

The tmth is, those 
people who are per¬ 
fect, who obey every 
single law of God 
from the day they’re 
bom until their last 
breath will have 
earned their way into 
heaven. But that takes 
too much work and 
for most of us, if not 
all, we’ve managed 
to break a command¬ 
ment or two, which 

disqualifies us. 

The bad news: God lets only the perfect ones into 
heaven. The rest of us are toast. 

However, here’s the good news: Jesus came not just 
to die to pay the penalty for the sins of his people, for 
our not-perfectness but to be perfect for us. 

Because he knew we couldn’t, Jesus obeyed every 
single law and commandment of God and said that 
if we believe we can exchange our imperfection for 
his perfection, when God asks us why he should let 
us into heaven we can say with complete assurance, 
“You shouldn’t. But Jesus said I could on his record, 
not mine.” 

That’s the only record of perfection God accepts, 
which should give us all great joy and freedom. If giv¬ 
en a choice between having to be perfect for my entire 
life by working at it for the day Tm bom or tmsting 
in Jesus’ perfect life lived for me, I’d be a fool not to 
choose Jesus, especially when I know dam well that 
I’ve never lived a perfect moment ever. I probably 
even sin in my sleep. 

Christians are those who believe that in Christ God 
sees them as perfect, not based on what they do or have 
done but solely on what Christ has done. When Chris¬ 
tians try to add to add their own perfection to that of 
Christ’s by keeping score of all the good things they do 
for God, it’s actually a slap in God’s face. It’s saying 
“Jesus, your life, your cross, your sacrifice was nice 
and all, but it wasn’t enough.” 

So, here’s my thought: Let’s start 2014 by being 
perfect, since in Christ that’s what we are- we have his 
perfection as our own. 

I can’t think of any better way to have a perfectly 
happy new year.

“As we approached the 153 mile mark¬ 
er, that’s when three truck drivers basically 
lined up across three lanes to try to slow 
him down. At that point, the vehicle went 
off the right side of the roadway and lost 
control trying to go around the tractor trail¬ 
ers. It ended up over in a ravine,” he said. 

As law enforcement personnel went over 
the hill to approach the wrecked vehicle, 
Maines said two of the suspects jumped out 
of the vehicle and took off running up the 
hill while the driver remained in the car. 

“I got in a foot pursuit with the two who 
were running and instructed other officers to 
go toward U.S. 25 where they were run¬ 
ning,” Maines said. “They crossed U.S. 25 
and crossed the railroad tracks and went a 
couple hundred yards into some woods. 
Ultimately, they were apprehended.” 

The two fleeing suspects had cash on 
them, but they did not have weapons during 
the foot pursuit. 

They were captured by Grant County 
Sheriff deputies without incident. 

Kentucky State Police charged the driv¬ 
er, 24-year-old Paris Mason of Fairfield, 
Ohio, with driving under the influence and 
other traffic violations. 

The two passengers, 25-year-old Jeff 
Mason of Avondale, Ohio, and 26-year-old 
Steve Turley of Cincinnati, were charged 
with public intoxication. 

All three suspects were also charged with 
fleeing or evading police, first-degree, and 
carrying a concealed weapon. 

Maines said one gun was confiscated 
from the vehicle. 

The three suspects were transported the 
the St. Elizabeth Hospital in Grant County 
for minor injures from the collision before 
being housed at the Grant County Detention 
Center. 

They were transported Jan. 13 to Boone 
County, where they will likely be charged in 
the Florence robbery. 

Maines said the speeds during the police 
pursuit ranged anywhere from 80 to 110 
miles per hour. 

“They were in and out of traffic,” he said. 
“They were passing people on the right and 
left shoulder. They were a danger to every¬ 
body on the highway.”

Local dentists get

A group of local dentists are being 
proactive in order to prevent Grant 
County Schools’ second graders from 
getting cavities. 

The dentists who are volunteering 
their time and office resources for the 
new dental sealant program include Dr. 
Jack Lenihan, Dr. Cara Copes, Dr. Tim 
McMahon, Dr. Ken Rich, Dr. Adam Rich 
and Dr. Jonathan Rich. 

The program is free for all Grant 
County Schools’ second graders who 
have parental consent forms. 

The process begins with the dentist 
going to the schools to screen the stu¬ 
dents. 

“Basically, this is just a quick visual 
exam to see if dental sealants would 
benefit the child,” Dr. Lenihan said.

molars have not erupted yet, molars 
already have active cavities or molars 
have already been successfully sealed 
or filled.” 

The next step happens on a different 
day when the students who qualify for 
the sealant take a field trip to the den¬ 
tal office. 

Dr. Lenihan already screened sec¬ 
ond graders at Crittenden-Mt. Zion 
Elementary in October, followed by 
placing the sealants with Dr. Copes. 

Mason-Corinth Elementary students 
are scheduled to have their sealants put 
on this week at Precision Dental Care. 

Second graders at Dry Ridge 
Elementary will be screened and have 
sealants place in March while Sherman 
Elementary is scheduled to participate 
in the program in April.

manent first molars because the teeth 
just erupted in the last 12-18 months,” 
Lenihan said. “We are able to seal the 
grooves of the teeth before they can 
get bacteria in those grooves that can 
cause cavities. Some of these children 
are very predisposed genetically to 
cavities. Some already have cavities in 
their primary (baby) teeth. Sealants 
help protect the permanent first 
molars.” 

Lenihan said the screenings will 
also allow the dentists to communicate 
to parents if their child has multiple 
areas of cavities and the need for a fol¬ 
low up with their dentist. 

“Untreated cavities can lead to 
infection that can cause the children to 
have pain,” Lenihan said.

JUMP EARNS SPOT IN 1,000-PQINT CLUB

If they didn’t get the hint before 
the game, Calvaiy Christian certainly 
got the message during the game that 
Williamstown’s David Jump is a spe¬ 
cial player. 

Just moments after being honored 
in a pre-game ceremony for becom¬ 
ing the newest member of the Wil¬ 
li amstown High School 1,000-point 
club, Jump put on a show against the 
visiting Cougars with 36 points in a 
76-37 Williamstown win. 

The senior shooting guard domi¬ 
nated from the opening buzzer, hit¬ 
ting eight 3-pointers and all six of his 
free throws while nearly outscoring 
the entire Calvary Christian team by 
himself. 

But that kind of performance is 
only surprising if you do not know 
Jump. It’s certainly not surprising to 
Williamstown Coach Roger Harden 
and the rest of the Demon faithful. 

“As good as he is, David is really 
just beginning as a basketball player,” 
said Harden. “His approach to the 
game, his attitude, and his discipline 
are all top notch. And he scores in 
multiple ways. But he’s not a selfish 
player. If you are open, he will get 
you the ball.” 

Jump, who first suited up for the 
varsity squad as an eighth grader, sur¬ 
passed the 1,000-point mark over the 
Christmas break in a Dec. 21 game at 
Bracken County. 

Against Calvaiy Christian, Jump 
took the first shot of the game and 
sank it from 3-point range to set the 
tone and Williamstown never slowed 
down, building a double-digit lead in 
the first quarter that was extended to 
22 at the half. 

With his team in full control, 
Jump was not satisfied and continued 
to dominate coming out of the locker 
room after the intermission with four 
3-pointers, including three in a row in 
a span of just over one minute as Wil¬ 
liamstown doubled up the Cougars 
for a 64-32 advantage heading into 
the final period. 

While it may have looked like 
The David Jump Show, the senior 
was only able to do his thing because 
of a strong supporting cast led by 
fellow senior Chaz Jordan, who fin¬ 
ished with 14 points. Junior Cameron 
Varner was next with nine points, fol¬ 
lowed by Brennan Stanley with eight 
and Jon Jump with four. 


Williamstown 52, 
Bellevue 37 

With a 7-3 record coming into the 
game, Bellevue was considered one 
of the 9th Region’s best teams. But 
the Tigers were no match for Wil¬ 
liamstown, which sent the visitors 
home on the losing end of a 15-point 
Demon victoiy that was nearly a 
blow-out as early as the first quarter. 

David Jump led all scorers with 
28 points. But the stoiy of the game 
was the way the rest of the Demons 
stepped up in the second half when 
Bellevue held the Williamstown star 
to just one basket over the final two 
quarters of play. 

“David draws a lot of attention, 
but when he does, our other guys 
are doing a great job of stepping up 
and hitting their shots,” said William¬ 
stown Coach Roger Harden. 


“We have other players with 
great offensive capabilities. And they 
are getting more and more comfort¬ 
able,” continued the Williamstown 
coach. “Jon Jump carried us there in 
the third quarter. He got a lot of loose 
balls and put them back. And Bren¬ 
nan Stanley went to the hole real well 
and drew a lot of fouls.” 

Senior center Chaz Jordan had 
only six points in the book, but his 
role in the win was much bigger than 
that. His defense and work on the 
boards were second to none in the 
game. 

“Chaz was a real warrior for us 
tonight,” said Harden. “He really 
came ready to play. He was hitting 
the boards. He did a great job of 
grabbing the rebound and putting it 
back in. I was thrilled with his play 
tonight.” 

Another player that performed 


bigger than his stat line was Cam¬ 
eron Varner. He created a lot of easy 
shots for his teammates, protected 
the ball well against Bellevue’s press, 
and forced several key turnovers in 
high-pressure situations. He finished 
with five points. 

Williamstown was quick out of 
the gates and built a double-digit led 
in the first three minutes of the game, 
mainly behind the hot-shooting of 
David Jump who hit four 3-pointers 
while scoring 14 first-quarter points. 
He added two more from long range 
in the second quarter to help Wil¬ 
liamstown to a 32-20 half time cush¬ 
ion. 

Bellevue did cut the deficit below 
10 on multiple occasions in the sec¬ 
ond half, but the Demons would not 
break and put the Tigers away with 
tough defense down the stretch. 


Trimble Co. 73, 
Williamstown 62 

Williamstown went on the road 
and had Trimble County down at 
the break but was unable to with¬ 
stand a strong second half by the 
host Raiders. Trimble County out- 
scored Williamstown 42-26 over 
the final 16 minutes of play to 
complete the come-from-behind 
victory. 

David Jump was unstoppable 
with a career-high 38 points, which 
included 10 3-pointers, also a ca¬ 
reer high. 

Brennan Stanley was next for 
the Demons with nine points, all on 
3-point shots. Jon Jump followed 
with eight points, while Chaz Jor¬ 
dan added five and Cameron Var¬ 
ner two to round out the William¬ 
stown scoring.

The 
league will also host two live registrations 
for those who want to sign their child up 
in person. The first live registration will 
be held from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. on Jan. 25 
at the Grant County Courthouse. Bring a 
copy of the child’s birth certificate, copy 
of driver’s license for any parent wanting 
to volunteer, and a proof of address (only 
for Minor and Major Boys Baseball).

BRAVES IN TRANSITION 


Grant beats Walton; injuries impact season

While the transition to 
a new coach in Brandon 
Grammer, has not come easy 
for the Grant County Braves, 
things are finally starting to 
click. The Braves’ most re¬ 
cent game against district 
rival Walton-Verona is proof 
of that. 

Playing what Grammer 
calls his team’s most com¬ 
plete game to date, Grant 
County led from start to fin¬ 
ish in a 63-48 win over vis¬ 
iting Walton-Verona on Jan. 
?. The Braves placed four 
players in double digits and 
played an aggressive defense 
that has the new coaching 
staff excited about the poten¬ 
tial of the team the rest of the 
way. 

“We played great overall,” 
Grammer said of his team’s 
win over the Bearcats. “It 
was our first complete game 
where we played consistent 
from the first quarter until 
the fourth quarter. We out- 
scored them in all four quar¬ 
ters, which is the first time 
we’ve done that all year. The 
defense we’ve been looking 
to play all year, we finally 
played it the way we wanted 
to play it. And we reaped the 
benefits from it.” 

Seth Adkins led the 
Braves’ offensive attack with 
a game-high 17 points. But 
he was not alone with team¬ 
mate Aaron Hicks scoring 16, 
including a pair of 3-pointers. 

Jordan Rose also hit a pair 
of shots from long range and 
was the next high scorer with 
12 points, followed by Aus¬ 
tin Johnson with 10. Jordan 
Saylor and Cody Kellam 
rounded out the Braves’ scor¬ 
ing with six and two points, 
respectively. 

Grammer, who is in his 
first year with the program 
after replacing Jim Hicks, ad¬ 
mitted his team has not tran¬ 
sitioned as easily, or success¬ 
fully, as he would have liked. 

“We’ve had ups and 
down,” he said. “But we have 
a lot of inexperience that peo¬ 
ple don’t recognize. We have 
guys playing minutes that 
they’re not use to playing. 
We have guys playing roles 
they don’t normally play. The 
guys are learning their roles 
and now it is starting to click 
with them that this is what 
I’m supposed to be doing all 
the time, not just when some¬ 
body else is not doing it. 

“But I do believe our 
guys are doing the best they 
can right now,” Grammer 
said. “They are buying into 
the system. It’s all new for 
them. My philosophy is 


not the same as Jim Hicks 
philosophy was. That’s not 
to say one is right and one 
is wrong, it’s just different 
coaching. And now our guys 
and our parents are having 
to get used to doing things a 
different way and a different 
style of play. I believe all five 
guys on the floor should be 
scoring options. I believe all 
five guys should be playing 
defense. And once we get all 
five guys on the floor buying 
into those things, we’re go¬ 
ing to be a very tough team 
to beat.” 

The key to continued 
success for the Braves, ac¬ 
cording to Grammer, is clear. 
It’s all in the team’s intensity 
level. 

“Our guys have to buy in 
and no matter who we are 
playing or what the score is, 
constantly competing with 
a lot of intensity and some 
urgency,” he said. “Winning 
basketball games is not easy. 
It takes a lot of effort to win. 
You can’t just show up in the 
8th Region and win games. 
And the guys are learning 
that.” 

Injuries have not been 
kind to the Braves, either. 
One player is currently side¬ 
lined with an ACL injury. An¬ 
other player is currently suf¬ 
fering from an MCL injury. 
And starter Bo Hammonds 
is just returning from a recent 


injury but may not be 100 
percent yet. 

The Braves are currently 
5-8 overall after the win over 
Walton-Verona. But Gram¬ 
mer pretty much ignores, or 
at least tolerates, the won- 
loss record, instead focusing 
on post-season success over 
regular-season wins. 

“I love winning bas¬ 
ketball games during the 
season,” he said. “But I’m 
looking at the big picture 
right now. If we wanted to 
win basketball games dur¬ 
ing the season, we would 
not have traveled to Llorida. 
We would not have went to 
Ashland. We would have not 
played the Oldham Coun¬ 
ties and South Oldhams. 
We would have just stayed 
close to home and played 
some of the smaller 8th Re¬ 
gion schools. But we really 
amped up the schedule to get 
ourselves ready for the post¬ 
season, and to not just play 
for a district championship, 
but to win a district champi¬ 
onship.” 

Grant County will be 
back in action Jan. 16 at 
Conner High School before 
returning home for games 
against Owen County and 
Williamstown on Jan. 18 
and Jan 20. The Braves will 
then be on the road for five 
straight games that last into 
Lebruary. 


Lady Braves 
leading scorer 
returns to action

Knowing that it’s not where you start, 
it’s where you finish, the Grant County 
Lady Braves continue to have high hopes 
and even bigger expectations for themselves 
despite a disappointing start to the season. 

Grant County currently sits at 2-10 
overall after a recent 74-24 loss to region 
powerhouse Simon Kenton, a game that 
gives no hint to the effort the Lady Braves 
are putting in. But Coach Shawn West is 
not dwelling on his team’s losses, instead 
focusing on continued improvement with an 
eye on the ultimate goal. 

“Every game is a practice game for us, 
more or less,” he said. “Our goal is to keep 
getting better and be playing our best ball 
come district time. And that’s what we’re 
working towards.” 

While the Simon Kenton game is one 
that everyone associated with the program 
would like to forget, you have to understand 
the full story to see the positives in the 
game. Simon Kenton is clearly the top team 
in the region and easily one of the best in 
the state at 15-3 overall with a perfect 5-0 
mark against regional opponents and 4-0 
record versus district foes. 

The Lady Pioneers also rank among the 
top offensive and defensive teams in the 
state and have already won a championship 
in the prestigious Republic Bank Holiday 
Classic at Lexington Catholic. 

Grant County was missing one of its 
leaders, Jenna Martin, who was out with a 
broken hand. 

West doesn’t want excuses. No matter 
who the opponent or who is in the Lady 
Braves’ lineup, he expects better from his 
team. 

“Our expectation level is high and we’re 
going to continue to push them,” he said. 
“It’s tougher 
when you’re not 
winning, obvi¬ 
ously. It’s easier 
to play when 
you are win¬ 
ning. It’s a lot 
more fun when 
you’re winning. 

When you are in 
a losing streak 
like we are, it’s 
more like work. 

But the girls have 
a good attitude and they are responding well 
when we push them. And if they keep that 
up, good things are going to happen.” 

The key to success is effort, West said. 
And the effort has been good since the team 
returned from Christmas break. 

“We feel real good about our effort,” he 
said. “We’ve had some real good practices 
recently. The Walton-Verona game was a 
very disappointing loss. That’s a game we 
felt could have very easily been ours. And 
should have been ours. But our effort has 
been good and continues to get better.” 

One reason for optimism is the return 
of Martin, one of the teams leading scorers 
and defenders. She saw her first action in 
nearly a month against Simon Kenton and 
will return to the lineup full time when the 
Lady Braves take the floor next. 

“Jenna is a little rusty still,” said West. 
“But she was able to do a lot of running and 
other things while she was injured so she 
has stayed in shape. But she’s not really had 
a basketball in her hand so it will probably 
take a few more workouts to get her back 
where she needs to be. But having her back 
is a bonus for us. It gives us more points on 
the floor and another good defender.” 

Against Simon Kenton, the Lady Braves 
managed just three baskets the entire first 
half, all in the first quarter. But Grant Coun¬ 
ty was held scoreless in the second period 
and never recovered as Simon Kenton ran 
away with the win. 

Shelby Harmeyer and Jenna Martin led 
Grant County in scoring with five points 
each, followed by Kendall Burk with four, 
Tiana Thornberry three, Macy Wright, Des¬ 
tiny Chaidez and Karlyn McCoy two each, 
and Shania Young with one. 



Richie Farmer 
heads to jail 

Lormer University of Kentucky bas¬ 
ketball star Richie Larmer was sentenced 
Tuesday to 27 months in prison for mis¬ 
using state resources during his tenure as 
Kentucky’s agriculture commissioner. 

U.S. District Judge Gregory Van 
Tatenhove ordered Larmer to pay 
$120,500 in restitution, with $105,5000 
going to the state and $15,000 going to 
the Kentucky Department of Agriculture. 

Larmer, 44, a guard for the 1991-92 
UK team dubbed “The Unforgettables” 
for their gutsy play, had pleaded guilty 
in September to two counts of misap¬ 
propriating government resources while 
overseeing the Agriculture Department. 
Larmer, a Republican, was agriculture 
commissioner from 2004 to 2011. 

“Certainly, I made some mistakes and 
I made some poor judgments, and for 
that I’m truly sorry,” Larmer said in a 
brief statement in court.

Playing for the first time in 
a week, the Williamstown Lady 
Demons took a step forward 
both mentally and physically in 
a tough overtime win on the road 
at Bellevue.

Williamstown jumped on Bel¬ 
levue early but allowed the Lady 
Tigers to get back in the game 
and even take the lead before 
the Lady Demons dominated the 
overtime period for a 51-45 vic¬ 
tory.

And she was our 
spark in the second half.” 

Montgomery was not alone 
in carrying the team. Sammie 
Souder had what is likely her best 
game to date with a dominating 
double-double performance of 
17 points and 18 rebounds de¬ 
spite playing much of the game 
in foul trouble. She eventually 
fouled out early in the overtime 
period. 

“She is really hitting the 
boards hard,” Mason said of 


Souder’s play. “She is playing 
real big for us right now.” 

Williamstown was quick out 
of the gates and built a double¬ 
digit lead early. But as foul trou¬ 
ble mounted, the Lady Demons 
momentum also suffered, forcing 
Mason to make changes to her 
normal game plan. 

One of those changes was 
moving Montgomery to point 
guard, a role she excelled in to 
help bring the Lady Demons 
back from four-points down. She 
had three big assists in her lim¬ 
ited time at the point. 

“Rachel really played big 
for us,” said Mason. “She had 
some really big passes and found 
the open player when we really 
needed it.” 

One aspect of the Bellevue 
win that is concerning to Mason 
and her coaching staff is the fact 
that the Lady Demons built an 
early lead, but failed to finish off 
the Lady Tigers when given the 
opportunity. 

“We’ve got to learn how to 
beat a team,” commented Ma¬ 
son. “We had them down and I 
don’t believe we should have let 


them back in the game. We’re 
getting there and we’re on the 
verge of really being able to put a 
team away. We are at a point now 
where we have to start finishing 
stronger and putting teams away 
when we have them down.” 

Following Souder’s dominat¬ 
ing double-double performance 
was Michaela Kennedy and Hal¬ 
ey Howe with nine points each. 
Kennedy scored six of her points 
in the first half, while Howe 
scored eight of hers in the second 
half. 

Montgomery was next for 
the winners with eight points, 
including four in the forth quar¬ 
ter. Katie Cheek added four to 
the Williamstown total, while 
Justice Chambers and Ashley 
Marksbury chipped in two each 
to round out the scoring. 

After the All A Classic, Wil¬ 
liamstown will return home for a 
four-game home stand that starts 
Jan. 23 against district rival Wal¬ 
ton-Verona and ends on January 
30th against cross-town rival 
Grant County in the second and 
final Coaches vs. Cancer series 
in Grant County.
